Eddie Kelley was named to a five 
year term to the Elba School Board 
Monday evening in a unanimous 
vote by the Elba City Council. 

Effective with the June meeting 
of the schooi board, Kelley will re- 
place Dr. Billy Farris, whose term 
will expire next month. 

Council member Randy Bedsole 
nominated Farris for a second term 
due to his involvement through the 
flood and with the construction of 
the * w school facilities. However' 
other council members apparently 
desired to continue the unwritten 
policy of the Elba city council that 
school board members have children 
in school. Farris’ son will graduate in 
May. 

Following the naming of Kelley 
to the board, the council voted to 
prepare a resolution from the entire 
city council commending Dr. Farris 
for his dedication to the schools. 

An emergency operational plan 
dealing with the levee was adopted 
by the council as official city policy. 
The plan had already been submitted 
to the Alabama Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency for review and approv- 
al. It will be presented to the U. S. 
Corp of Engineers Wednesday as lo- 
cal policy. 

The Wednesday presentation will 
be in an Elba meeting scheduled 
with the Corp to inform local offi- 
cials on ways to lessen the chance of 
another flood such as the disaster of 
March 1990, 

Council member John W, Sharp- 
less, who also served as Elba's repre- 
sentative on the S, E. Alabama Gas 
board, reported that gas company 
profits were down for last year, due 
in part to the mild winter. 

Last year Elba’s portion of the 
profits was $79,975. However this 
year it dropped to $63,757, However 
due to Elba disaster, each participat 
ing member of the gas company 
agreed that Elba would receive no 
drop in revenue. Each of the 
members will donate to bring Elba's 
Share back up to last year's total 

In a related matter, Sharpless re 
ported that Elba had a drop of 200 in

I am a member of Woodland 
Grove Baptist Church and have been 
since the age of sixteen, My family 
went to church there when I was a 
child, My father, Harold Fuller, is 
buried there and one day my mother 
and myself also wish to be buried 
there. The church and it's congrega- 
tion are very dear to me and T love 
each and every one. 

My father has been buried in the 
cemetery for 35 years, Since his 
death, the church has added a fellow- 
ship hall and a kitchen, This addition 
comes within 12 feet of the corner of 
his grave. The church now wants to 
pave a road only a few feet away 
from his grave. This would cause the 
road to be only 12 inches away from 
he corner of his grave. 

1 understand the church wanting 
the convenience of driving right up 
to the back door. T also understand 
that in being paved the road would 
not erode as it does today. 

I am only one small voice, but I 
speak out for my family in saying," 
We do not want the road to go that 
close up by my father's grave.” Even 
placing metal post with a chain will 
not over time prevent the bending of 
the posts or the breaking of the 
chain. 

The church gave me two options, 
accept the road or move the grave. 
Why should a grave which is 35 
years old have to be moved for con- 
venience sake. 

I say fix the problem with the ero- 
sion, but stop the road at the corner 
of the church. We have a door on the 
front side of the church which allows 
easy access for our elderly members. 

I was told that all heavy equip- 
ment used for grave preparation 
would be directed to the back of the 
church. However, the church does 
no want traffic to go to the back due 
to a septic tank and field lines. 
Where will the heavy equipment go? 
The only way they will see, the road 
by my father's grave, 

I beg the church to reconsider this 
road. Is the church going to accept 
responsibility for the cost of having 
the grave relocated? Does my family 
gave to endure the agony of having 
my father's grave disturbed? Will the 
vault crumble? Will my father's cas- 
ket crumble, thus disturbing his re- 
mains? 

I ask all of you to pray about this 
and ask yourself this question. 
Would I want my father's or moth- 
er's grave disturbed after 35 years? I 
know that an acceptable solution for 
all parties can be reached that benefit 
both the church and my family.

Nowadays folks make expensive 
visits to specialists, to psycholo 
gists, Or trips to the beach -- all ina 
effort to dispel their apathy, their 
stupor. | wouldn't be surprised if all 
we really need, as Mama main- 
tained every year when the sap be 
gan to rise, is simply a good spring 
tonic. 

Years ago when abody was bil- 
ious, puny, or whatever, there were 
home remedies, or spring tonics, in 
abundance to get them over the 
hump, without any sort of an ex- 
pensive trip. Millions in our neck 
of the woods made it through on 
sassafras tea. It could be had by just 
simply going into the woods and 
digging roots from the sassafras, a 
tree of the laurel family. After the 
roots dried the bark therefrom was 
boiled and a liberal portion of the 
liquid was meted out to all family 
members. Some folks, however, 
boiled the entire roots for their 
medication while still others insist- 
ed that roots from the red sassafras 
was better for you than that from 
the white tree.

I also heard 
tell of a clan who lived in a neigh- 
boring settlement who'd bum a 
deer's horn into ashes, then mix the 
powdered horn with honey and 
give the helpless kids a dose every 
day if they happened to look a little 
jaundiced in the springtime. I seri- 
ously doubt that that could have 
been any worse than "the round’ of 
sulphur and molasses’ my Mama 
once poured into my defenseless 
stomach. 

I almost lost a friend once; the 
child's parents made a drink for her 
out of yellow root (they also kept 
some around to be chewed in case 
one had a canker sore in their 
mouth). And two fellars recently 
confessed to me that years ago they 
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were helped through their end-of 
winter slump with juice from 
boiled roots of the poke salet plant. 
(And one said he also was cured of 
the seven-year-itch by bathing in a 
tub of juice from the same poke sa 
let roots. Of course, he had to be 
chased down and caught in the pro- 
cess. The bath liquid "set him of 
fire and warped him up" (or' caused 
his skin to initially break out in 
spotches and whelp up"). 

And then there were the more 
modem, up-to-date folks who'd 
give their last dime during the 
Great Depression for a bottle of 
castor oil to administer routinely 
along about breaking-up time 
(about the time the land was 
plowed with the break plow), Un- 
told numbers swore by Black 
Draught, (which I feel was appro- 
priately named since nothing could 
have tasted more like it was straight 
from the gates of dark Hades), One 
friend tells me that her mother kept 
a litle cup of Black Draught heated 
on the back of the wood stove at all 
times; anyone who complained of a 
stomach ache had to take a sip. It 
doesn't surprise me that this octoge- 
narian never complains of her 
many ills even today; the threat of 
Black Draught would teach even a 
fool to keep their mouth shut. 

It mattered not how good we 
siblings were feeling come spring 
long ago, nor how much we pre- 
tended to be super when we were 
actually puny. There'd come a day 
when Mama’d line us up, one and 
all, and start making her diagnosis: 
"Nonie, you're plumb green around 
the gills. Bill, you look bilious. 
Frances, you're pale as a sheet and 
look weak'm dish water." We'd all 
break in a run like young yearlings 
heading for the gate. In an effort to 
prove her wrong we'd start grab- 
bing grub hoes and axes and head 
for the newground. After proving 
our health by making a pile of 
shrubs as large as a haystack we'd 
come bolting in to supper, never 
admitting we were the least bit 
tuckered out. But the work, ‘the 
show', never helped. Mama'd al- 
ready have her mind made up. Next 

trip Daddy made into town 
Mama'd send to the drugstore for 
the calomel! pills. 

Now Webster and I don't often 
disagree but I'm taking him to task 
this time. In his dictionary he de- 
fines calomel as a white, tasteless 
powder used as a cathartic. And he 
takes it further and says it comes 
from the Greek root meanin 
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"peautiful, black.” A misnomer if 
there has ever been one. 

And I'm not the only one who'll 
stand up and testify of the horribly 
bitter taste of the calomel used by 
our parents to "give us a good 
working out" every spring. Why, 
just recently I polled fifty senior 
citizens, each privately, and their 
very worst childhood recollection 
was the tiny, pink pills they were 
required to take yearly; the calo- 
mel, if you please. 

Actually the pink was a coating 
around the terrible calomel but 
seems most kids back then were 
like me, they had smaller esopha- 
guses than folks today; they just 
couldn't swallow those little pink 
pills, but they had to keep trying 
and trying until long after the pink 
coating had dissolved and they 
were tasting the bitter-as-gall calo- 
mel. A lady tole me of having inad- 
vertantly spit her pink pill into the 
water pail as she tried over and 
over to swallow it. I did worse than 
that, perhaps. 

Mama had coated my pill with 
corn bread crumbs to help me coax 
it down my throat. Long after the 
cornbread was swallowed the horri- 
ble pill remained, Eventually | 
choked, coughed, and the pill flew 
out--lost. Mama gave up and I was 
relieved and happy--until morning. 

I was still resting comfortably in 
my bed when my Daddy arose, 
made the fire in the stove, put on 
the coffee and proceeded to rinse 
his false teeth from their soaking 
cup and place them in his mouth, It 
was then I, and the entire house- 
hold, were awakened to his, "Hell 
fire and damnation! Pearlie, what in 
the devil have you put in my teeth!” 
(And those adults who swallowed 
their little pink pills abruptly had 
never believed us when we tried to 
tell them there were bitter as gall. 
But even they, if any of them were 
still alive today-- they would testify 
that taking one of those little boog- 
ers was tantamount to checking 
into the hospital and undergoing 
both an upper and a lower GI se- 
ries.) 

I've just finished reading my 
newspaper. It says that scientific 
evidence has proven that some 
folks do get all down and out about 
February, March every year. It says 
that it's the absence of lots of sun- 
light that causes folks to develop 
abnormalities in their brain chemi- 
cals. It causes your work to suffer, 
you to get the blues, In other 
words, to be listless, bilious, puny, 


green around the gills. In Mama's 
terminology, "to need a good 
spring tonic 

My Mama may be right. One 
thing for sure, we didn't spend 
much on doctor bills back then. 
Nor on trips to Jamaica. So some- 
thing our parents did for us must 
have been right, 

But I'm sure not recommending 
that you rush out and spend a lot of 
money foolishly, on little pink calo- 
mel pills that you can't swallow. In- 
stead, send for one of my new 
books, Chi " Pins 
And Chinie- s, thirty- 
eight great short stories.

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Reunion Adjustments In Military Families

John, deployed to the Persian 
Gulf last September, could hardly 
contain himself when he received 
word that he would soon be retum 
ing to America. He took a moment 
to reflect on the feelings he had 
when he left his tearful wife and 
children, and how it made his heart 
ache terrible «to think = about 
when...if...he would ever return 
home. He anticipates the warmth of 
holding his loved ones in his arms 
again, Upon returning home, he ts 
surprised that his children don't re 
spond to him as enthusiastically as 
he expected, and his wife seems 
locked into a routine that doesn't in 
clude him. He feels lonely. 

As military families become reu 
nited, there is a great cuphoria ini 
tially. Everyone is “high” on the war 
being over and being together again. 
After the “honeymoon” feelings die 
down, some families may be sur- 
prised if they are faced with a situa- 
tion such as John's above. They may 
be surprised to learn that adjustment 
to reunion may be nearly as chal- 
lenging as the separation 

To cope with separation, healthy 
families will naturally adapt or 
“close ranks” around remaining fam- 
ily members. Adapting takes ume 
and is normally stressful, To suc- 
cessfully adapt, the remaining 
spouse will become more indepen- 
dent and self-sufficient, focus on 
self-growth and relationships outside 
the family, continue family routines 
and family togetherness, and follow 
4 schedule not dependent upon the 
military spouse's presence. When the

military spouse returns home, even 
though it's a joyful event, it's normal 
for there to be some stress and strain 
as the family adapts and readmits the 
absent member, The stress and strain 
is one sign that the family has adjust 
ed well to the separation 

It's important to be aware of some 
of the predictable stresses of reunion 
and how to deal with them. As 
spouses on the home front (usually 
wives) have become more important 
in the military spouses’ absence, they 
may have some difficulty sharing 
control over the family with the re 
tuming soldier, Military husbands 
may mistakenly use a military-style 
“commander” approach in reassert 
ing their role as husbands and fa 
thers. Spouses may disagree over 
which of them had it tougher during 
the war, 

Spouses are wise to spend a lot of 
private time together sharing feel- 
ings, showing empathy and under- 


standing, negotiating, and compro 
mising. Couples with children who 
had been happily married for several 
years and coped well with being 
apart will likely have an easier ume 
reuniting successfully, If coupes find 
their problems too great to solve by 
themselves, a trained counselor or 
religious leader can help them work 
through the adjustment challenges. 
Children may not warm up readi 

ly to the returning soldier, Children, 
especially younger children, need 
time to reestablish a relationship of 
trust with their returning parent 
Children may wonder if their parent 
is going to leave again and may be 
reluctant to show any emotional 
commitment or feelings toward the 
parent. Returning parents are wise to 
go slow and not expect pre-war 
closeness right away. Spend one on 
one time alone with each child and 
allow the relationship to become re 
connected naturally - don't force it

HORTICULTURE TIPS

PRUNING AZALEAS 

Contrary to popular belief, azale- 
as can be pruned without damaging 
the plant and without interfering 
with future flower production. Nurs- 
erymen begin pruning when the 
plants are small to create a compact 
limb system. 

In Coffee County many azaleas 
begin to set flower buds in July. 
Therefore, pruning after early July 
may reduce the next year's flower 
production. The best time to prune is 
soon after the flowering period in the 
spring. Cut out the limbs that have 
grown out of the main body of the 
plant. 

Azaleas often become too large 
for the area they occupy, especially 
when they are used as foundation 
plants around a home. If this hap- 
pens, cut back the large plants to 6.to 
12 inches above the ground shortly 
after blooming. When new growth 
buds appear on the stem, the new 
stems and leaves will grow very fast. 
Pinch out any long unbranched 
shoots that develop to force a branch 
system. Be sure to keep the soil 
moist for several days after severe 
pruning. 

You may see leaf gall on your 
azaleas while you are pruning them. 
Leaf gall is caused by the fungus, 
Exobasidium azaliae. Leaves or 
stems of the first flush of growth 
thicken and enlarge greatly if affect- 
ed. Only a few leaves or twigs will 
be affected on each plant. Remove 
and destroy diseased parts as soon as 
they are detected to prevent spore 


formation. 

Lichens are greet to gray-green, 
mossy growths on the stems of old, 
neglected plants. The lichen itself 
does not actually damage the plant. 
It is usually a sign that the plant 
needs to be fertilized, cultivated, 
mulched or treated for nematodes. 


ARMY WORMS ‘ 

We have an outbreak of army- 
worms in rye, wheat and oats. This 
is very unusual. In fact, Dr. Ron 
Smith, Entomologist at Auburn, says 
this is the first time he has known of 
this happening. 

Numbers of 6 to 12 square foot 
have been found in some heavy in- 
festauons. In these situations on 
wheat, the flag leaf was totally defol- 
iated. Since this leaf feeds the devel- 
oping head and the wheat is still in 
the milk stage, yield losses are most 
certain. The armyworm may also 
snip off heads of the grain, The ma- 
jority of the feeding will occur at 
night since caterpillars: are usually 
found in soil litter and under tillers 
in the case of wheat during sunny 
days. 

Sevin, Lannate and Methyl Par- 
athion are labeled for use in small 
grains. Economically — speaking, 
Methyl Parathion at .5 to .75 Ib. ai/ 
acre would be the best choice but 
since residual is very short, this ma- 
terial should be applied later in the 
day with as much spray gallonage as 
possible. Since these “true” army- 
worms are primarily grass feeders, 
corn fields, especially no-till, should 
be watched carefully, 


Peanut Planting Time Is Now 


Richard Petcher-Assistant County Agent 


It is now peanut planting time in 
the Wiregrass. The number one con- 
cer of our peanut growers is the 
peanut seed. Last year's drought af- 
fected the germination and vigor and 
overall quality of the peanut seed. 

Tne price of seed is also up this 
year. Growers have a choice of buy- 
ing high-priced, good quality seed or 
lower-priced, low quality seed, and 
there is definitely a trade-off 

The Extension Service recom- 
mends planting either registered or 
certified seed of good, on-farm pea- 
nut seed, There is also some concern 
as to how much good quality seed 
there is available this year. All of our 
seed is of lower quality than normal, 
bul we may have to use some very 
low quality seed just to get our crop 
in. By this time in April we normally 
have 15 to 20 percent of our peanuis 
planted, but because of the lower 
quality seed growers have been wait- 
ing for optimum planting conditions 
before planting. 


Growers are taking care that the 
following conditions are met: 

1. Warm soil temperatures at least 
65 degrees F, at 4 inches deep for 3 
consecutive days before planting 
Our soil temperatures since April 8 
have been and continue to be above 
65 degrees F. at 4 inches deep here 
in Coffee County. However, the 
weather has been forecasted to be 


cooler and that kept many of our 
growers from planung. 

2. Farmers are making sure that in 
each field there is good soil mois- 
ture, 

3. They are concerned about 
planting ahead of any cold fronts 
moving in, 

4. Growers will be very careful to 
accurately apply herbicides at the 
correct rates and incorporation as a 
few herbicides dq affect peanut seed- 
lings. 

5. Planting at proper depth 

6, Adjusting seeding rates to ger- 
mination rates. Ninety to 100 pounds 
of seed per acre is the recommended 
planting rate for Florunners, Your 
desired rate divided by percentage 
germinauion gives you adjusted seed- 
ing rate. When seed quality is low, 
lowering Seed rates will be risky. 

7. Using poor quality seed later in 
the season when the soil tempera- 
tures are higher 

8. When using lower quality seed, 
you may see some twin row planting 
this year, Poor quality seed planted 
too close together will have a nega- 
tive effect, When one seed rots, the 
seed beside it will rot causing large 
skips in the planting. So planting in 
twin rows will space out the seed, 

I believe our growers will get up 
a good stand of peanuts, but it will 
be because ihey have put forth the 
effort.
